There  are  but  few  of  those  organizations  hire 
who  did  not  at  one  time  or  another  hear  his 
fluent  voice  and  his  well -module ted  utterances 
As  a  friend,  Mr  Nicholas  was  excellent  com- 
pany, with  the  ability  to  say  the  right  thing 
at  the  right  time  and  to  make  all  those  with 
whom  he  came  into  social  contact  thoroughly  at 
home.  With  his  talent.s,  the  wonder  l.<t  that  he 
iiad  not  entered  politics  many  years  ago,  where 
unquestionably  he  would  have  become  a  promi- 
nent figure,  gifted  as  he  was  He  had  a  remark- 
able memory  for  men  and  events,  and  Jils  served 
him  well  In  his  newspaper  work,  and  would  have 
been  an  a,s.5et  of  the  hlghe.st  value  In  political 
life.  Running  through  uii  his  social  relatlon- 
shlps,  thata  waa  a  reeling  of  genuine  regard 
.showini;  that  he  loved  his  fellow  men  and  ,sought 
to  impregnate  them  with  his  own  warmth  and 
comradeship. 

.^uch  a  citizen,  one  who  had  engaged  In  so 
many  of  the  activities  of  this  community,  will  be 
missed  in  a  variety  of  ways,  and  most  of  alTba- 
cau.sc  of  a  personality  which  never  exerted  Itself 
save  to  please.  It  is  a  tribute  to  him  that  he  was 
never  regarded  as  an  enemy  by  his  political  op- 
ponents. He  li.ul  been  the  frienu  of  the  late  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurier  and  had  a  ripe  friendship  with  the 
present  Prime  Minister,  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  His 
close  Liberal  a.ssociations  never  prevented  hl.s 
being  on  good  terms  with  Con.^ervatlve  leaders 
and,  Indeeti.  all  of  that  political  Ilk.  Among 
these  there  was  no  one  for  whcjm  Mr  Nicholas 
had  a  warmer  feeling  than  Dr  8.  F  Tnlnile  His 
political  outlook  always  was  benevolent  and  ex- 
tended to  all  shades  of  opinion,  for  ttie  essence 
of  his  chaiacter  wiui  broad-mindedness,  the  more 
especially  In  later  years  as  time  mellowed  his 
Judgments.  This  fieuUy  Increased  public  re- 
spect for  him  and  added  to  a  popuT&rity  already 
great.  He  had  the  philanthropic  spirit  well  de- 
veloped and  It  was  a  labor  of  love  with  him  to 
help  others,  in  fact  and  by  advl(-f 

Tliose  who  knew  him  best  can  hardly  realize 
that  "Banny"  Nicholas  -li.ao  more.  His  warm'
